ed with their lianus. 


Mr. Snyder made, a long statement, giv- 


ing ihe result of his observation as a 
member of the slut* board 
of control. 


Loth in the stale prison nnd other cor-

other states. Among other things which 
•^)e advocated,-in connection with the-iso- 
lation of tlw prisoners, was -that \vhc;i 
.they are taken from their colls, either for

como known to their fellow prisoners.
